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In Defense of Bavaria 


N THE first of November, 1849, 

at the University printing shop 

in Munich, the first stamp issued 

by Bavaria was printed: the 
ONE KREUZER, black, designed by , 
Peter Haseney and engraved by F. J.! 
Seitz. 

On the 25th of March, 1920, seven 
days before the postal system was taken 
over by the German post office depart- 
ment, Bavaria issued the Madonna set. 
The Madonna stamp, symbolizing the | 
Patron Saint of Bavaria, was designed by 
Sigmund von Weech and Typographed 
by the Hambock printing plant. 

During the 71 year interim between | 
the above dates Bavaria issued some 273 
major varieties of stamps including the 
postage dues and officials. 

To most of us April Ist, 1920, marks 
the end of the postal system of Bavaria, 
which she had so jealously and proudly ; 
maintained for seventy-one years, even 
during the precarious years around 1870 | 
when most of the other German States 
forfeited their postal systems to Ger- | 
many. | 

But in my opinion the postal system of | 
Bavaria still exists. Of course, officially, | 
the German post office department is the 
only one in force, but in spite of that 
fact there have been stamps issued since 
1920 which, although they may have 
Deutches Reich in some part of the de- 
sign, are to my way of looking at it, sym- 
bolically Bavarian issues. 

Discounting the many stamps which 
were designed by Bavarians, let us look 
at the ones which have in their design 
something which marks them unmistak- 
ably as Bavarian. Perhaps not inten- 
tionally, they nevertheless show that 
Bavaria is still a very important part of 
Germany, which still manages to keep its 
place, philatelically, with the rest of the 
world. 

First there is the Munich Industrial 
Fair issue of April, 1922. Then in May, 
1925, came the Munich Exhibition issue; 
On September Ist, 1934, came the Nazi 
Congress of Nurnberg issue; on January 
6th, 1936, the 12th Anniversary issue of 
the Putsch at Munich in 1923. Among 
the semi-postals there is the Coat of 
Arms of Bavaria issue on December 15th,

1925; then on November Ist, 1933, came 
the Wagner set; on October 4th, 1935, 
the 25pfg. value of the Costume set; on 
June 22nd, 1936, the Brown Band from 
Munich; on October, 1936, the Winter 
Charity set; and on July 27th, 1937, the 
Brown Band overprinted. 





Besides these ‘symbolical “new issues,” 
as you might say, which are issued from 
time to time, the past postal issues of 
Bavaria have all the “earmarks” of being 
a very collectible country. 

For instance, you have almost every 
possible phase and type of stamp collect- 
ing that you might be interested in, em- 
bodied in the postal issues of this one 
country. 

Sounds like a rather broad statement, 
doesn’t it? Well, without going into too 
much detail, we will enumerate the types 
of collectible items issued by Bavaria.

In addition to all these types of col- 
lectible postal items issued by Bavaria, 
the historical background of the country 
and its rulers is very interesting and is 
most effectively described by Henry Can- 
non in his “Ludwigs of Bavaria.” 

With all this “food for thought,” I 
would like to suggest that you investigate 
the philatelic possibilities offered by 
beautiful, historical Bavaria. 


New Republic 





Another change of government which 
can be expected to be marked by postage 
stamps will be the Irish Free State be- 
coming a republic to be known as Ireland 
(or Eire as it is spelled in gaelic, the 
national language). Since the present 
stamps are worded “Eire” there remains 
only the necessity of changing the water- 
mark, which at present is the initials of 
“Saorstat Eireann”—meaning “Irish Free 
State.” The change of government takes 
effect December 29th. It is assumed 
that the newly issued high values on the 
watermarked paper will have a short life. 
A constitution commemorative is expect- 
ed. We are indebted to Chas. F. Bourke 
for much of this information.

Philippine Notes

Stamps of the 10 and 20 Pesos denom- 
inations are now on sale at the Bureau of 
Posts, Manila. These, the highest val- 
ues ever issued in the islands, were for 
franking gold bullion shipments through 
the mails, most of which go to the U. S. 
Since the postage for a regular brick of 
gold from the Islands to the States aver- 
ages 60 pesos, issuance of these high de- 
nominations was quite justified. Con- 
sidering the prohibitive cost of these new 
adhesives, particularly for the average 
collector, no first day covers were issued. 
Who wants to pay twenty pesos for a 
FD cover anyway? 





The local Army and Navy Y.M.C.A. 
was the only place that I know of to ob- 
tain a small lot of FD covers with the 
new surcharged 3c postage due stamps 
duly cancelled on the date of issue. Are 
the local collectors raising Cain—and 
how! 





New Philippine airmails will be mak- 
ing a happy landing in our albums soon. 
Reliable sources indicate the design will 
be the “flying tamaraw” (water buffalo 
to American boys), emblem of the plane 
of Arnaiz and Calvo (Arnacal) who made 
the epochal Madrid-Manila Flight of 
May 29, 1936. 





At present there are about 6,000 P. I. 
Clipper stamps of the 10c denomination 
on hand at the Philatelic Section, Bu- 
reau of Posts, Manila. All are straight- 
edged. 





Recently a Philatelic Exchange, first of 
its kind in the Philippines, was estab- 
lished in the Crystal Arcade in this city. 
P. I. Clippers are being listed at $0.40 a 
set (mint) and Von Gronaus at $3.75. 
The famous 18c Pagsanjan Falls error is 
quoted at $2 each. Average buying price 
of used U. S. Clippers downtown is 7c 
each. I hope the local investors and 
speculators will not take me “for a ride” 
for spilling the beans. 





Stamp business is surely picking up in 
this country, and stamp dealers are in- 
creasing in number where only two years 
ago there were only about a dozen. 





The Asociacion Filatelica de Filipines, 
leading stamp club in the Philippines, 
has among its resident members a Chi- 
nese and a Japanese. Every time these 
two members meet at the club they never 
mention the Sino-Japanese war, but talk 
all about stamps. Which shows that the 
philatelic world is still safe for democra- 
cy. 





An American old-timer in the Islands 
confided to yours truly one day that if 
he wins on this December’s run of the 
Philippine Charity Sweepstakes he will 
order a statue from Italy and build a 
monument to the Unknown Philatelist. 
I don’t believe the members of the Pio-

“New” Confederates 





The October number of August Dietz’s 
Stamp and Cover Collector’s Review 
adds a number of varieties to the growing 
list of Confederate Postmasters’ Provi- 
sionals. All are the usual handstamp 
type, except one from Enterprise, Miss., 
a woodcut surcharged “10” on “5.” An 
illustration of an attractive hitherto un- 
known typeset “stamp” of Jackson, Miss., 
is shown, together with some notes on 
the “stamp” most important of which is 
that one style of type used was not 
known until the 1880's.

Right now, the Stamp Di- 
vision, under the expert guidance of 
Third Assistant Postmaster General 
James W. North and Robert E. Fellers, 
Chief, Division of Stamps, are prepar- 


-jing the schedule of stamp issues for 


1938. 

As exclusively announced in these 
columns last week, the schedule of new 
issues, as at present, will evidently 
start with the issuance of the three 
Sesquicentennial Constitution commem- 
oratives, honoring the three branches of 
the Federal Government — legislative, 
executive and judicial. 

Along with this trio of new adhe- 
sives, together with the second North- 
west Territory and the Delaware Ter- 
centenary, the P. O. plans to introduce 
the new regular, or Presidential Series, 
which will not be completed until late 
1939. There will be 29 varieties of the 
Regulars and for this reason the P. O.

As was announced here two weeks 
ago, plans are well underway for a series 
of stamps honoring great American sci- 
entists, authors, inventors, educators 
and others of the Nation’s great in the 
field of Fine Arts. It is known that 
President Roosevelt is in great favor 
of such an issue. Nothing definite is 
| known concerning the series or who will 
joe depicted on the stamps. However, 
|with such a great number of notables 
ito select from, there is every reason 
to believe that the stamps will follow 
closely the recent Army and Navy 
stamps, with two or three portraits 
depicted in a frame for each branch 
of the arts so represented.

uniformly well-centered issues of most 
foreign countries as supposed proof that 
it is a reasonable demand, we think col- 
lectors’ efforts are directed in the wrong 
direction. It doesn’t seem reasonable 
from a financial point of view for the 
Bureau to go to the extra cost of produc- 
ing all our stamps well centered, in order 
that the comparatively very small num- 
ber sold to collectors shall be superb 
copies. It is true that if all stamps avail- 
able at postoffices were well centered 
that stamp sales at postoffices would 
show an increase—but we doubt if that 
increase would offset the increased cost 
of producing ALL the stamps well cen-

tered. But it seems to me that sufficient 
numbers of each stamp issued at present 
are already well centered. The trouble is 
that they are mixed in with the off- 
centered sheets and sold for regular post- 
al purposes to non-collectors, and thus 
are lost to collectors. 

Why not approach the difficulty from 
a different angle? Some postoffices de- 
siring to increase their stamp sales have 
solved the problem in a sane and com- 
paratively simple manner. They have 
oicked out of the stamp stock coming in, 
all the well centered sheets and these 
‘ave been laid aside for sale only to col- 
lectors on request. As a result many 
hundreds and thousands of dollars of 
stamps are sold to collectors, which if 
sold to the ordinary public would have 
been used for regular postal duty, replac- 
ing other stamps available for such pur- 
poses. Requests for plate number blocks 


are considered a nuisance at many offices. | 


Yet we will see a clerk (the same clerk 
who complains of having to break a 
sheet) rapidly break up sheets and, in 
the course of doing so, sell the plate 
number stamps to the non-collector who 
happens to buy stamps when that par- 
ticular portion of the sheet is sold. It 
would involve no hardship for those plate 
blocks to be laid aside as each sheet is 
broken. In dull moments at the win- 
dow, the clerk could sort out the off-cen- 
tered ones and put those in with the 
regular stock, while the collectible blocks 
could be laid aside and thus be ready 
for the next collector asking for plate 
numbers. Certainly all this would involve 
some work by the clerks, but it would be 
trivial compared to the same amounts of 
time they now waste in non-productive 
and non-profitable work. 

So long as our stamps are printed by 
the steel engraving process with the at- 
tendant variable shrinkage of the paper 
due to its being dampened while printed, 
we seem destined to have offcenter 
stamps in variable proportions. Since no 
other manner of printing stamps offers 
anywhere near the security from counter- 
feiting as the steel engraving process, 
it appears that we must approach the 
matter of obtaining centered stamps from 
some other angle than to simply demand 
that all stamps be centered. 

True, an issue can be gotten out that 
is centered uniformly. But to produce 
it requires much more time and work 
and a larger number printed than is 
wanted for postal issue, as a large pro- 
portion will have to be destroyed dur- 
ing manufacture. It is simple for a for- 
eign country proposing to issue 30,000 
of a stamp to go to this extra expense, 
when they know that the majority of 
that 30,000 are going into collectors’ 
hands, resulting in a clear profit above 
printing costs—no matter what these 
latter may be. But for the U. S. to

ed, when we know that the possibility 
of a majority going into collections is | 
absurd, is patently financially unsound. 

In other words, our stamps are produced 
for postal use primarily, but the stamps 
of those countries so often praised are 
produced for . . . well, certainly not for 
postal use! There’s a distinction with 
considerable difference! 

Great Britain is the only other coun- 
try issuing commemorative and regular 
postage stamps in amounts correspond- 
ing to those in the United States. True, 
British stamps are nicely centered, but 
the stamps are produced by the rotogra- 
yure process which doesn’t involve the 
wet paper necessary in steel engraving. 
These other countries that produce 
stamps by the more easily counterfeited 
methods protect themselves in most cases 
by limiting the sale and use of their 
special issues. We won’t do that here. 
Even with the philatelic exhibition is- 
sues. The howl that would go up if our 
stamps were demonetized a few months 
after issue would be rather loud. An- 
other and important point is overlooked 
in comparing our stamps with those of 
other countries. To make their limited 
issues more profitable, especially to cover 
the cost of producing nice stamps, al- 
most invariably the issues will include 
denominations higher than those ordi- 
narily required for postal use. Only a 
minimum of these special issues are 
sold at postoffices and rarely with the 
idea of their being extensively used on 
commercial mail.

New Cathedral Stamps 





By Harry M. SAvVACOOL 


As part of the new stamp issue by 
each of the nations of the Little En- 
tente, Rumania issued two beautiful 
stamps bearing a picture of the Cathe- 
dral at Curtea de Arges. The stamps 
are medium large upright rectangulars 
and the design is the same except for 
color and numeral of value. Even the 
color is quite similar. The 7.50 lei value 
is blue and the 10 lei value is a brighter 
blue with a greenish shade. 

The picture of the Cathedral domi- 
nates the design and is clear and rich in 
detail. Across the top is the word Ru- 
mania in large letters. Just under this 
and in smaller letters are the words Pe- 
tite Entente. Immediately under the Ca- 
thedral are three interlocking rings. They 
may have their usual religious signifi- 
cance as symbolizing the Trinity or they 
may represent the unity of the Little En- 
tente. 

The Cathedral on these stamps is lo- 
cated in Curtea de Arges. Curtea de 
Arges is a small city located on the Ar- 
ges River. It is a very ancient city, go- 
ing back to the time when the Ruman- 
ians were changing from wandering no- 
mads to a settled people. 

This Cathedral is the most famous 
building in all Rumania. It was built in 
the 16th century, being completed in 
1526. There is an interesting old legend 
told of its building. It seems that in 
Rumania in the 16th century there was 
a superstition current among masons 
that to keep the masonry of a building 
from crumbling it was necessary to en- 
tomb a living human being in the 
walls. The head builder had no faith in 
this superstition but when the walls 
crumbled badly the superstitious work- 
men muttered and blamed it on the neg 
lect of the human sacrifice. In their 
fear and in the absence of the head 
builder, they decided to seize and bury 
alive in the walls the first person who 
passed. It happened that the charming 
young wife of the head builder came to 
bring her husband’s lunch and was 
seized and buried alive in the walls. 
Even today, the superstitious claim on 
occasion to hear her moans coming from 
the wall. To this day in Rumania there 
remains a relic of the old superstition 
for a builder will catch the shadow of a 


built into a structure. 
luck is feared. 

As can be seen from the stamps, the 
Cathedral is a peculiar-looking structure 
to American eyes. We are not familiar 
with the Byzantine style of architecture 
and this is even more queer-looking than 
the usual Byzantine. The Cathedral js 
oblong, with a peculiar-shaped addition 
at the rear. There is a large dome in 
the center, with a small one on each side 
and a little to the front. The addition

at the back is also crowned with a high © 
dome—a little too high to be in good © 


proportion. Each of the four domes has 
on its top a pear-shaped stone surmount- 
ed with the triple cross emblematic of 
the Trinity. The interior is plastered 
and decorated with frescoes. 

The Cathedral was made the seat of 
a Bishop at the beginning of the 19th 
century. 
structed and reconsecrated in 1886. 

The study of this Cathedral, almost 
unknown in America, but so important 
to the people of Rumania, makes us 
feel that we know them better. The 
study of the Religious Type stamps does 
much to cultivate World Friendship and 
helps lay the foundations for an endur. 
ing peace.
